BABINGTON,  WM.,  Dr. ;  obit.  1833 :  Almost  unrivalled  as 
a  mineralogist ;  published  several  valuable  works  on  the 
subject. — Aldermanbury  Cemetery,  London. 

BAILLIE,  WM.,  Capt. ;  obit.  1810:  A  foremost  engraver  of 
last  century. — Padding-ton  Cemetery,  London. 

BALFE,  MICHAEL  WM.  ;  obit .  1870 :  Famed  musical  com- 
poser. His  compositions  include  "  The  Bohemian 
Girl  ",  "  Maid  of  Artois  ",  "  Elfrida  ".— Kensal  Green 
Cemetery,  London. 

BANIM,  JOHN;  obit.  1842:  Popular  novelist,  whose  works 
Tales  of  the  O'Hara  Family  and  the  celebrated  tragedy, 
Damon  and  Pythias  were  in  much  request. — Kensal 
Green  Cemetery,  London. 

BARKER,  ROBERT;  obit.  1806:  Distinguished  Artist  and 
inventor  of  the  Panorama. — Lambeth  Church  Cemetery, 
London. 

BARRETT,  GEORGE  ;  obit.  1784 :  A  great  landscape  painter 
and  Royal  Academician. — Paddington  Cemetery,  Lon- 
don. 

BARRY,  JAMES;  obit.  1806:  Celebrated  artist — painted  at 
age  of  19  an  historical  picture  on  the  legend  of  the 
baptism  of  the  King  of  Cashel.  Elected  a  Royal  Acade- 
mician.— St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  London. 
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BARRY,  CHARLES  (Sir) ;  obit.  1860:  Architect  of  the  Houses 
of  Parliament,  London.  Of  the  96  designs  sent  in  for 
the  proposed  new  buildings  his  was  selected. — Westmin- 
ster Abbey,  London. 

BIGGAR,  JOSEPH  G. ;  obit.  1888 :  One  of  the  members  of 
Parnell's  party.  Notable  as  an  "  obstructionist  "  in  the 
early  eighties. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

BOND,  OLIVER  ;  obit.  1801 :  Notable  member  of  the  "  United 
Irishmen  "  Society. — St.  Michan's  Churchyard,  Dublin. 

BOYLE,  ROBERT  ;  obit.  1627  :  The  real  founder  of  the  science 
of  pneumatics.  Philosopher  and  savant. — Church  of  St. 
Martin's  in  the  Fields,  London. 

BRADY,  NICHOLAS,  Dr.  Rerd. ;  obit.  1726:  One  of  the 
translators  of  the  Psalms. — Richmond  Parish  Church, 
London. 

BUNTING,  EDWARD;  obit.  1843:  Eminent  musical  com- 
poser.— Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

BURKE,  EDMUND  ;  obit.  1797 :  Most  distinguished  statesman 
of  his  age,  and  master  of  English  prose. — Beaconsfield, 
England. 

BURKE,  RICKARD  O'SULLIVAN  ;  obit.  1922 :  Colonel  in 
American  Army,  noted  as  being  the  man  for  whose 
liberation,  gunpowder  was  used  at  Clerkenwell  prison, 
London  (1867),  where  he  was  confined  on  charge  of 
Fenianism.  The  resultant  explosion  caused  considerable 
damage.  A  man  named  Michael  Barrett  was  executed 
in  connection  with  the  matter.  His  was  the  last  public 
execution  in  England  (1868). — Mount  Olivet  Cemetery, 
Chicago,  U.S.A.

BURKE,  THOMAS  FRANCIS  ;  obit.  1889:  General  in  American 
Army.  Sentenced  to  death  for  complicity  in  Irish  Fenian 
Movement.  Delivered  a  remarkably  able  speech  at  his 
trial.  His  sentence  was  commuted. — Calvary  Cemetery, 
New  York,  U.S.A. 

BURKE,  THOS.  N.,  Revd. ;  obit.  1883:  Member  of  the 
Dominican  Order.  Ireland's  greatest  pulpit  orator. 
Termed  by  Pope  Pius  IX  "  The  Prince  of  Preachers  ". 
— Tallaght,  County  Dublin. 

BURROWES,  PETER;  obit.  1806:  A  member  of  Grattan's 
Parliament,  a  sound  lawyer  and  thorough  patriot. — 
Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

BUTT,  ISAAC;  obit.  1879:  Father  of  the  "  Home  Rule" 
Movement.  Able  lawyer  and  classical  scholar. — Stranor- 
lar,  County  Donegal. 

CALLANAN,  JOSEPH  JEREMIAH;  obit.  1829:  Poet.  Spent 
some  years  amid  the  romantic  mountains  of  West  Cork 
collecting  a  store  of  legendary  lore.  Wrote  among 
many  others,  that  excellent  poem  "  Gongaune  Barra  ". 
His  versions  of  Irish  Gaelic  poems  are  remarkably  close 
and  true  to  their  originals. — Convent  Cemetery,  Near 
Lisbon. 

CAREW,  JOHN  EDWARD;  obit.  1868:  Well-known  sculptor, 
one  of  whose  works  is  a  statue  of  Henry  Grattan  in  St. 
Stephen's  Hall,  House  of  Commons,  London. — Kensal 
Green  Cemetery,  London. 

CASEY,  JOHN  KEEGAN;  obit.  1878:  Poet  and  Patriot. 
Suffered  imprisonment  for  his  connection  with  the 
Fenian  movement.  Wrote  among  other  lyrics  "  The 
Rising  of  the  Moon  ". — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 
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COLLINS,   JEROME;  obit.    1850:    Noted  arctic  explorer. — 
Curraghkippane  Cemetery,  Cork. 

COLLINS,  MICHAEL;  obit.  1922:  Took  most  prominent  part 
in  Anglo-Irish  conflict,  1916-21,  culminating  in  Treaty — 
one  of  whose  signatories  he  was.  Man  of  wonderful 
resource  and  pronounced  ability. — Glasnevin  Cemetery, 
Dublin. 

CONNOR,  CHARLES;  obit.  1826:  One  of  the  cleverest  Irish 
actors  of  his  time. — St.  Luke's  Churchyard,  Sydney 
Street,  London. 

COOKE,  THOMAS  SIMPSON;  obit.  1848:  An  excellent  musi- 
cian and  vocalist,  and  a  still  more  successful  teacher. 
Perhaps  the  most  famous  of  his  pupils  has  been  Sim 
Reeves. — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

COYNE,  JOSEPH  STERLING;  obit.  1868:  Dramatist  and  wit. 
One  of  the  founders  of  Punch. — Highgate  Cemetery, 
London. 

CROKER,  THOMAS  CROFTON  ;  obit.  1854 :  Writer  and  antiqu- 
ary. Author  of  Research  in  the  South  of  Ireland  and 
Fairy  Legends  and  Traditions. — Brompton  Cemetery, 
London. 

CROKER,  JOHN  WILSON;  obit.  1857:  Edited  Boswell's  Life 
of  Johnson. — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

CURRAN,  JOHN  PHILPOT;  obit.  1817:  Member  of  Grattan's 
Parliament  and  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  Ireland,  which 
office  he  resigned  in  1814.  Famed  for  his  oratorical  gifts 
and  ready  wit. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

DAN  BY,  FRANCIS  ;  obit.  1861 :  Excelled  as  a  painter  of  ideal 
and  poetic  landscapes. — Exmouth  Cemetery,  England. 
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DARGAN,  WILLIAM;  obit.  1867:  Constructed  the  Ulster 
Canal  and  chief  Irish  Railways.  Founded  the  Great 
Dublin  Exhibition,  1853.  Declined  a  baronetcy  same 
year. — Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

DAVIS,  THOMAS  OSBORNE;  obit.  1845:  Poet  of  the  "  Young 
Ireland  "  party,  wrote  much  verse  including  that  well- 
known  poem,  "  Fontenoy  ". — Mount  Jerome  Cemetery, 
Dublin. 

DAVITT,  MICHAEL;  obit.  1906:  Founder  of  the  Land 
League,  earlier  in  life  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  for 
his  connection  with  Fenianism. — Straide,  County  Mayo. 

DERMODY,  THOMAS;  obit.  1802:  Irish  poet,  termed  the 
"  luckless  one  ".  Published  Poems  Moral  and  Des- 
criptive, etc. — Lewisham  Churchyard,  London. 

DEVOY,  JOHN;  obit.  1928:  Editor  of  the  Gaelic  American; 
very  prominent  member  of  the  Fenian  movement,  termed 
by  P.  H.  Pearse  "  The  greatest  of  the  Fenians  ".  Or- 
ganized the  expedition  which  rescued  some  of  his  con- 
federates from  Australian  penal  settlements.  Imprisoned 
for  his  connection  with  Fenianism  for  some  years. — 
Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

DORAN,  JOHN,  Dr. ;  obit.  1878 :  Famous  as  a  critic  and 
antiquary. — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

DOYLE,  JOHN;  obit.  1868:  Well-known  cartoonist  whose 
work  was  praised  by  some  of  the  most  eminent  men  of 
his  time. — Brompton  Cemetery,  London. 

DOYLE,  JAMES  WARREN,  Rev.  Dr. ;  obit.  1834 :  A  learned 
divine,  Bishop  of  Kildare  and  Leighlin ;  member  of  the 
Augustinian  Order;  wrote  under  the  initials  J.K.L. — 
Carlow  Cathedral. 
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DOYLE,  RICHARD  ;  obit .  1883  :  Artist  and  caricaturist ;  illus- 
strated  Ruskin's  King  of  the  Golden  River,  Thackeray's 
Newcomer,  etc. — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

DUFFY,  CHARLES  GAVAN  (Sir);  obit.  1888:  Founder  of  the 
Nation  newspaper.  Wrote  some  excellent  verse.  Emi- 
grated to  Australia,  where  he  rose  to  eminence. — Glas- 
nevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

DWYER,  MICHAEL  ;  obit.  1825 :  Insurgent  chief  during  the 
troubled  period  of  1798.  Took  a  very  prominent  part 
in  the  insurrection  of  that  period  in  Ireland.  Transported 
for  life  to  a  penal  settlement  in  Australia,  he  was  released 
after  some  time.  He  attained  to  a  considerable  position 
in  Sydney,  being  High  Constable  at  the  time  of  his 
decease. — Waverley  Cemetery,  Sydney. 

EGAN,  PIERCE  ;  obit.  1880 :  Novelist  and  sporting  journalist ; 
author  of  Eve  or  the  Angel  of  Innocence.  Pioneer  of 
cheap  literature. — Highgate  Cemetery,  London. 

ELLIS,  JOSEPH  ;  obit.  1848:  One  of  the  best  marine  painters 
of  his  day. — Richmond  Cemetery,  London. 

ELMORE,  ALFRED  ;  obit.  1881 :  Historical  painter  of  great 
power.  Among  his  earlier  pictures  was  "  The  Martyr- 
dom of  Becket  ",  which  was  painted  for  O'Connell. — 
Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

FALCONER,  EDMUND;  obit.  1879:  Actor  and  dramatist; 
really  Edmund  O'Rourke.  Wrote  the  drama  Peep  o' 
Day  and  that  song  which  has  attained  such  popularity, 
"  Killarney  ". — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

FARQUHAR,  GEORGE;  obit.  1715:  One  of  the  most  eminent 
dramatists  of  his  age.  His  works  are  counted  among  the 
English  Classics.  His  plays  include  Beaux  Stratagem, 
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Recruiting  Officer,  and  Inconstant. — St.  Martin 's-in-the- 
Fields  Churchyard,  London. 

FARRELL,  THOMAS  (Sir);  obit.  1900:  Eminent  sculptor. 
Examples  of  his  statuary  work  includes  Barry  Sullivan, 
the  famous  actor,  in  Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin,  Sir 
John  Gray  and  William  Smith  O'Brien,  in  Dublin  city. 
— Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

FLOOD,  HENRY  ;  obit.  1791 :  Statesman  and  orator.  Co- 
operated with  Henry  Grattan  in  obtaining  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  Irish  Parliament,  1782 ;  quarrelled  with 
Grattan  on  the  expediency  of  continuing  the  Volunteer 
movement  and  on  the  enfranchisement  of  Roman  Catho- 
lics; came  near  fighting  a  duel  with  Grattan,  1783. — 
Burnchurch  Cemetery,  County  Kilkenny. 

FITZGERALD,  LORD  EDWARD;  obit.  1798:  Prominent 
member  of  the  "  United  Irishmen  ",  which  he  joined  in 
1796.  Served  in  the  American  War,  and  was  wounded 
in  1781.  As  Major  got  William  Cobbett  his  discharge. 
Went  to  France  to  negotiate  with  Hoche  regarding 
French  invasion  of  Ireland.  While  being  arrested  was 
wounded  by  Major  Sirr;  died  of  his  wounds. — St.  Wer- 
burgh's  Church,  Werburgh  Street,  Dublin. 

FITZPATRICK,  WILLIAM  JOHN;  obit.  1895:  Irish  bio- 
grapher ;  published  a  number  of  works,  including  The 
Sham  Squire,  Ireland  Before  the  Union.  Disputed  the 
claim  of  Sir  Walter  Scott  to  authorship  of  The  Waverley 
Novels,  ascribing  them  or  a  large  part  of  the  fiction  to 
Thomas  Scott,  brother  of  Sir  Walter. — Glasnevin  Ceme- 
tery, Dublin. 

FOLEY,  JOHN  HENRY  ;  obit.  1874 :  Perhaps  the  greatest  of 
Irish  sculptors.  His  statues  adorn  the  capitals  of  Ire- 
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land  and  England.  His  works  in  Dublin  include  O'Con- 
nell,  Goldsmith,  and  Burke,  and  in  London  John  Stuart 
Mill  on  the  Thames  Embankment,  and  of  Sir  Charles 
Barry  in  the  House  of  Commons. — St.  Paul's  Cathedral, 
London. 


FOSTER,  JOHN;  obit.  1828:  Last  speaker  of  the  Irish  House 
of  Commons.  Made  able  speeches  against  the  Union. 
Entered  the  Imperial  Parliament,  created  Peer  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  1821,  taking  the  title  of  Baron  Oriel. 
— Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

FOWKE,  CAPTAIN  FRANCIS  ;  obit.  1865 :  Well-known  archi- 
tect. Designed  the  Edinburgh  Museum  of  Science  and 
Art.  The  enlarged  Dublin  National  Gallery,  and  began 
the  South  Kensington  Museum ;  invented  a  military  fire 
engine,  and  patented  a  photographic  camera. — Bromp- 
ton  Cemetery,  London. 

FRANCIS,  SIR  PHILIP;  obit.  1818:  Reputed  author  of  the 
famous  "  Junius  "  Letters.  Published  many  political 
pamphlets.  The  evidence  for  the  identification  of  Francis 
with  "  Junius  "  rests  upon  the  acquaintance  of  "  Jun- 
ius "  with  War  Office  affairs.  Many  critics,  including 
Lord  Macaulay,  maintain  that  Sir  Philip  was  the  writer 
of  these  remarkable  letters. — Mortlake  Cemetery,  Rich- 
mond, London. 

FALKINER,  CAESAR  LITTON  ;  obit.  1908 :  Wrote  books  and 
articles  on  topography  of  Dublin  and  neighbourhood. 
Was  at  one  time  leader-writer  on  Dublin  Daily  Express. 
Member  of  the  Irish  Bar.  Lost  his  life  by  a  fall  while 
Alpine  climbing. — Chamonix  Cemetery,  France. 
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FIELD,  JOHN  ;  obit.  1837 :  Famous  musician  ;  has  been  styled 
the  English  Chopin.  The  latter  was  indebted  to  Field, 
for  his  exquisite  Nocturnes  are  modelled  on  the  com- 
positions of  Field.  In  spite  of  his  great  successes  on  the 
Continent,  and  brilliant  tours,  he  could  never  quite  over- 
come a  shyness  which  grew  upon  him  from  his  early 
years. — Public  Cemetery,  Moscow. 

GILBERT,  JOHN  T.  (Sir);  obit.  1898:  Historian  of  Dublin, 
and  author  of  many  volumes  on  Irish  historical  affairs. 
Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

GOLDSMITH,  OLIVER;  obit.  1774:  Distinguished  author 
whose  works  hold  a  high  place  in  the  literary  world,  and 
are  esteemed  as  English  classics.  His  Deserted  Village 
and  many  other  productions  from  his  pen,  including  The 
Traveller,  have  been  unsurpassed  for  the  purity  of  their 
diction.  His  plays  include  The  Vicar  of  Wakefield,  sold 
by  Dr.  Johnson  for  him  in  1766,  reached  its  g6th  edition 
in  1886 — and  a  comedy,  She  Stoops  to  Conquer.  To  his 
memory  there  is  a  monument  in  Westminster  Abbey. — 
The  Temple  Church,  Fleet  Street,  London. 

GRATTAN,  HENRY;  obit.  1820:  Statesmen  and  orator.  Elec- 
ted to  Irish  Parliament,  1775.  After  the  meeting  of  the 
Volunteers  at  Dungannon  moved  Address  to  the  Crown 
demanding  legislative  independence,  and  a  few  months 
later  carried  it,  1782.  Attacked  parliamentary  corrup- 
tion and  supported  Catholic  Emancipation,  1791-3.  Fre- 
quently raised  latter  question  in  Imperial  Parliament, 
carried  motion  for  Committee  of  Inquiry  and  Second 
Reading  of  Relief  Bill,  1813.  The  Irish  Parliament  of 
1782  to  1800,  when  Union  was  carried,  is  usually  referred 
to  as  Grattan's  Parliament. — Westminster  Abbey,  Lon- 
don. 
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GRAY,  EDMUND  DWYER  ;  obit.  1888:  Journalist  and  politi- 
cian. Proprietor  of  the  once  all-powerful  Freeman's 
Journal,  and  also  the  Belfast  Morning  News.  Saved  lives 
of  five  persons  in  Dublin  Bay,  1866.  Lord  Mayor  of 
Dublin.  Member  of  Parliament  for  Tipperary,  Carlow 
and  Dublin  successively.  Imprisoned  when  High  Sheriff 
of  Dublin  for  comments  on  agrarian  case  in  Freeman's 
Journal.  Member  of  Housing  Commission,  1884. — 
Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

GRAY,  JOHN  (Sir) ;  obit.  1877  :  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin,  during 
whose  mayoralty,  and  through  whose  exertions  Dublin 
received  its  water  supply  from  the  Wicklow  hills,  known 
as  the  "  Vartry  Water  ".  Proprietor  of  the  Freeman's 
Journal  newspaper. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

GRIFFIN,  GERALD;  obit.  1840:  Dramatist,  novelist  and 
poet.  His  play,  Gisippus,  was  produced  by  MacCready  at 
Drury  Lane,  London,  1842.  As  a  novelist  he  ranks 
amongst  our  foremost  writers,  and  he  was  also  a  poet  of 
high  order.  His  novel,  The  Collegians,  is  believed  by 
many  competent  judges  to  be  the  best  Irish  novel  ever 
written.  Few  Irish  poets  have  written  more  touching 
verses  than  he  did  at  his  best. — The  Cemetery,  Cork. 

GRIFFITH,  ARTHUR  ;  obit.  1922 :  Patriot,  journalist  and 
statesman.  A  most  remarkable  man.  Alone  he  pro- 
pounded a  policy  termed  "  Sinn  Fein  ",  which  included 
in  its  objects  the  abstention  of  Irish  representatives  from 
the  Westminster  Parliament.  As  editor  successively  of 
various  journals,  he  adumbrated  his  views.  Struggling 
for  years  against  great  odds,  his  was  a  voice  crying  in 
the  wilderness,  undaunted  even  by  privation  he  con- 
tinued. At  length  his  mission  was  successful.  First 
President  of  the  Irish  Free  State  (Provisional  Govern- 
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ment).  He  has  been  named  "  The  Father  of  Freedom  ". 
As  an  Anglo-Irish  writer  he  had  no  equal  in  journalism. 
The  country  has  been  served  by  great  men,  but  no  more 
unselfish  patriot  has  been  sacrificed  in  its  service. — 
Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

HARDIMAN,  JAMES  ;  obit.  1855  :  Edited  O'Flaherty's  choro- 
graphical  description  of  West  or  H-Iar  Connacht.  Sub- 
Commissioner  of  the  Records  at  Dublin.  Wrote  History 
of  County  and  Town  of  GaZway,  and  Irish  Minstrelsy, 
with  English  poetical  translations,  etc.,  etc. — Franciscan 
Churchyard,  Galway. 

HARRINGTON,  TIMOTHY  CHARLES;  obit.  1910:  As  Secre- 
tary of  National  League  is  reputed  to  have  devised 
"  Plan  of  Campaign  "  for  land  war,  1886.  Lord  Mayor 
of  Dublin,  Member  of  Parliament.  Remained  faithful 
to  Parnell  after  split  in  Irish  Party,  1890;  helped  to  re- 
unite Party,  1900. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

HAVERTY,  MARTIN;  obit.  1850:  Historian.  Author  of  a 
history  of  Ireland,  Rambles  in  Spain,  etc. — Glasnevin 
Cemetery,  Dublin. 

HAYES,  SIR  JOHN  MACNAMARA;  obit.  1809:  An  eminent 
physician  to  whose  memory  a  mural  monument  has  been 
erected  under  the  gallery  in  the  church  where  he  is 
buried. — St.  James's  Church,  London. 

HEALY,  JAMES  (Revd.) ;  obit.  1900:  Well-known  wit.  His 
sayings  are  often  quoted  in  humorous  works.  Of  his 
fame  Dr.  Donnelly  has  written:  "  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  his  published  memoirs  are  inaccurate  and  defective 
...  In  his  pastoral  administration  he  was  a  wise  coun- 
sellor, a  practical  and  eloquent  preacher  and  an  unfailing 
friend  of  the  poor." — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 
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HOBAN,  JAMES;  obit.  1831 :  Architect  of  the  White  House, 
Washington,  U.S.A. ;  who  also  superintended  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Capitol.  He  was  a  member  of  Washington 
City  Council  till  his  demise. — Mount  Olivet  Cemetery, 
Washington,  U.S.A. 

HOGAN,  JOHN  ;  obit .  1858 :  A  great  sculptor.  His  "  Drunk- 
en Faun  "  is  said  to  have  originated  on  his  being  chal- 
lenged that  nothing  new  could  be  devised  in  his  art. 
In  Dublin  his  genius  is  represented  in  Clarendon  Street 
Church  by  the  "  Dead  Christ  ",  and  in  the  City  Hall 
by  statues  of  O'Connell  and  Thomas  Drummond. — Glas- 
nevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

HONE,  NATHANIEL;  obit.  1784:  Portrait  painter  and  Royal 
Academician.  He  was  a  constant  exhibitor  at  the 
Academy ;  caricatured  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  in  ' '  The 
Conjuror  ".  Among  his  productions  are,  in  subject 
pictures,  "  A  Spartan  Boy  ",  "  David  When  a  Shep- 
herd ". — Hendon  Cemetery,  Hendon,  London. 

HOWARD,  HUGH;  obit.  1737:  Keeper  of  the  State  Papers 
and  Paymaster  of  the  Royal  Palaces.  Originally  an 
artist,  he  abandoned  the  professional  practice  of  his  art, 
on  his  friends  obtaining  for  him  this  position.  He  was 
related  to  Baron  Clonmore  and  Earl  of  Wicklow. — 
Richmond  Cemetery,  London. 

INGRAM,  JOHN  KELLS  ;  obit.  1907 :  Scholar,  economist  and 
poet ;  professor  of  Greek,  Trinity  College,  Dublin.  His 
History  of  Political  Economy  was  translated  into  most 
European  languages  and  Japanese.  He  wrote  a  great 
deal  on  varied  subjects.  Became  famous  by  his  writing 
the  now  well-known  song,  "  Who  Fears  to  Speak  of 
Ninety-Eight  ". — Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 
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JACKSON,  WILLIAM,  Rev. ;  obit.  1795  :  Member  of  the  Esta- 
blished Church.  Officiated  at  Tavistock,  London,  where 
he  was  a  popular  preacher.  He  afterwards  adopted  the 
principles  of  the  "  United  Irishmen  ",  and  became  one 
of  their  most  active  agents.  He  was  eventually  betrayed 
by  a  treacherous  friend  to  whom  he  had  confided  some 
intelligence,  and  was  arrested  and  brought  to  trial  in 
Dublin.  On  the  day  of  his  trial,  April  3oth,  1795,  before 
entering  the  court  he  contrived  to  swallow  some  poison 
from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  in  the  dock. — St. 
Michan's  Churchyard,  Dublin. 

JEBB,  JOHN,  Rev.  Dr. ;  obit.  1833  :  Episcopal  Bishop  of  Lim- 
erick ;  pioneer  of  Oxford  movement.  Chief  work,  Essay 
on  Sacred  Literature.  A  tasteful  monument  is  erected 
to  his  memory  at  place  of  interment. — Holy  Trinity 
Church,  Clapham,  London. 

JONES,  JOHN  EDWARD  ;  obit.  1862 :  Sculptor  of  some  note, 
who  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy,  London,  and  prac- 
tised in  that  city  for  some  years.  His  contributions  in 
1844  to  the  Academy  Exhibition  included  busts  of  Daniel 
O'Connell  and  other  Irishmen.  His  art  was  confined  to 
busts,  and  he  had  many  eminent  sitters,  including  the 
Duke  of  Wellington,  the  King  of  Holland,  and  others. 
— Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

JOHNSTON,  FRANCIS  ;  obit.  1829 :  Architect,  who  planned 
the  G.P.O.,  Dublin.  Elected  President  of  the  Royal 
Hibernian  Academy,  Dublin,  which  he  erected  at  his 
own  expense  and  completed  in  1826  at  a  cost  of  ^"14,000, 
and  presented  to  that  institution  in  perpetuity.  Superin- 
tended the  erection  of  the  Cathedral  Tower  at  Armagh. 
— Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 
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JOYCE,  PATRICK  WESTON  ;  obit.  1914:  A  distinguished 
scholar;  author  of  The  Origin  and  History  of  Irish 
Names  of  Places,  Ancient  Irish  Music,  A  Social  History 
of  Ancient  Ireland,  etc.,  etc. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dub- 
lin. 


KAVANAGH,  PATRICK  F.,  Rev. ;  obit.  1918:  Member  of  the 
Franciscan  Order.  Wrote  an  able  and  impartial  History 
of  the  'g8  Rebellion,  which  gained  for  him  widespread 
recognition  as  a  historian  and  scholar.  He  took  a  promi- 
nent part  in  the  Centenary  Celebrations  of  that  period, 
laying  the  foundation  stones  and  subsequently  unveiling 
monuments  all  over  the  County  Wexford.  He  had  a 
memorable  interview  with  Froude,  the  historian,  when 
returning  from  Australia. — Wexford. 

KEATING,  GEOFFREY,  Rev.;  obit,  (circa)  1640:  Author  of 
History  of  Ireland  in  Gaelic.  Distinguished  Irish  scholar 
and  man  of  letters.  Of  his  minor  works  Three  Shafts  of 
Death  was  the  first  to  receive  attention  at  the  hands  of 
the  annotator.  In  1890  Dr.  Atkinson  published  a  splen- 
did edition  with  a  vocabulary  for  the  Royal  Irish  Aca- 
demy.— Tubrid  Churchyard,  County  Tipperary. 

KENEALY,  EDWARD  VAUGHAN;  obit.  1880:  Distinguished 
as  a  lawyer  and  as  a  writer.  He  is  more  popularly 
known  from  his  connection  with  the  great  Tichborne 
case,  which  exhausted  all  his  energy  during  the  latter 
years  of  his  life,  and  led  people  to  forget  his  other  claims 
upon  the  remembrance  of  posterity.  His  extraordinary 
classical  and  linguistic  knowledge  is  exemplified  by  his 
Greek,  Latin,  Irish,  Hebrew,  and  other  renderings  of 
English  verse. — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 
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KEANE,  JOHN  B. ;  obit.  1859:  A  well-known  architect  from 
whose  designs  have  been  built  some  Catholic  churches, 
and  that  fine  Gothic  building,  University  College,  Gal- 
way. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

KICKHAM,  CHARLES  JOSEPH  ;  obit.  1882  :  Novelist  and  poet. 
His  novel,  Knocknagow,  has  been  widely  read,  as  also 
his  Sally  Kavanagh.  Both  are  excellent  tales  of  life, 
simple  and  unaffected.  His  poems  include  Rory  of  the 
Hills,  Patrick  Sheehan,  etc.  He  was  prominently  con- 
nected with  the  Fenian  movement,  and  in  consequence 
was  sentenced  to  penal  servitude. — Mullinahone,  County 
Tipperary. 

LANE,  DENNY;  obit.  1856:  Poet  and  litterateur.  Wrote  that 
old  favourite  song,  "  Carrigdhown  ". — Matchy  Ceme- 
tery, Donoghmore,  Co.  Cork. 

LECKY,  WILLIAM  E.  H. ;  obit.  1903 :  Historian  and  Essay- 
ist. His  History  of  Rationalism  brought  him  his  first 
fame.  His  History  of  England  in  the  Eighteenth  Cen- 
tury was  composed  of  five  volumes  devoted  to  Irish 
affairs,  which  aimed  at  refuting  Froude's  calumnies,  and 
was  praised  by  Lord  Acton  and  American  critics.  His 
later  works  were  Democracy  and  Liberty,  and  The  Map 
of  Life. — Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

LE-FANU,  JOSEPH  SHERIDAN  ;  obit.  1873 :  Novelist  and 
journalist;  published  some  thirteen  novels,  including 
Uncle  Silas.  Wrote  that  well-known  recitation,  Shemus 
O'Brien. — Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

LEVER,  CHARLES  JAMES  ;  obit.  1872  :  Well-known  novelist ; 
medical  doctor  by  profession ;  practised  in  Brussels  for 
some  time.  His  novels  include  Harry  Lorrequer,  Charles 
O'Malley>  The  O'Donoghue. — Trieste,  Austria. 
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LOVER,  SAMUEL;  obit.  1868:  The  most  versatile  of  Irish 
writers.  He  was  not  only,  as  his  biographer  puts  it, 
"  poet,  painter,  novelist,  composer  and  dramatist  ",  but 
he  succeeded  in  all  these  capacities.  He  was  associated 
with  Dickens  in  founding  Bentley's  Magazine.  His 
novels  include  Rory  O'More,  Handy  Andy,  etc.  His 
songs  include  that  well-known  love  songj  "  What  Will 
You  Do,  Love  ". — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

LUBY,  THOMAS  CLARKE  ;  obit .  1901 :  Next  to  James  Stephens 
perhaps  the  most  prominent  of  the  Fenian  leaders. 
Graduate  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  early  in  life  aban- 
doned theological  studies  for  nationalist  propaganda. 
Took  part  in  the  '48  movement,  and  after  being  captured 
and  imprisoned,  went  to  Australia.  Returning  later 
launched  the  Irish  People  newspaper  as  organ  of  the 
Fenians.  Afterwards  sentenced  to  penal  servitude. 
Wrote  Life  of  O'Connell,  etc. — Bay  View  Cemetery, 
Jersey  City,  U.S.A. 

LUCAS,  CHARLES,  Dr. ;  obit.  1771 :  Municipal  reformer,  etc. 
Secured  from  Parliament  the  purchase  money  for  the 
site  for  the  City  Hall,  Dublin. — St.  Michan's  Church- 
yard, Dublin. 

McARDELL,  JAMES;  obit.  1765:  Mezzotint  engraver.  His 
engravings  after  Vandyck,  Rembrandt,  and  over  40 
plates  after  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  are  highly  praised  by 
all  authorities. — St.  James'  Cemetery,  Hampstead,  Lon- 
don. 

MAHONEY,  FRANCIS  SYLVESTER,  Rev.;  obit.  1866:  Poet 
and  journalist.  Better  known  by  his  nom  de  plume  of 
"  Father  Prout  ".  Wrote  that  famous  song  "  The 
Bells  of  Shandon  ". — Shandon  Churchyard,  Cork. 
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MACLISE,  DANIEL;  obit,  1870:  Historical  painter.  Refused 
Presidency  of  Royal  Academy.  Designed  book  illustra- 
tions for  Tennyson  and  Dickens. — Kensal  Green  Ceme- 
tery, London. 

MANGAN,  JAMES  CLARENCE;  obit.  1849:  Poet.  His  Dark 
Rosaleen  is  one  of  the  finest  lyrics  in  the  language; 
it  ranks  with  the  best  lyrics  of  the  world. — Glasnevin 
Cemetery,  Dublin. 

MATHEW,  THEOBALD,  Rev.;  obit.  1856:  Apostle  of  tem- 
perance. Visited  the  principal  cities  of  Ireland  with 
wonderful  effect. — The  Cemetery,  Cork. 

MCCARTHY,  DENIS  FLORENCE  ;  obit.  1882 :  Poet.  His  Wait- 
ing for  the  May  is  his  most  famous  poem. — Glasnevin 
Cemetery,  Dublin. 

MCCARTHY,  JAMES  JOSEPH;  obit.  1880:  Architect.  Brother 
of  the  poet.  Specialized  in  architectural  designs  of  the 
Irish  Romanesque  type.  Designed  several  important 
ecclesiastical  buildings  throughout  Ireland.  Prepared 
the  plans  for  the  entrance  gates,  the  mortuary  chapel  and 
other  buildings  in  Glasnevin  Cemetery. — Glasnevin 
Cemetery,  Dublin. 

MEEHAN,  CHARLES  P.,  Rev.;  obit.  1854:  Historian  and 
well  known  for  his  numerous  works  dealing  with  Irish 
subjects,  including  The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Irish  Fran- 
ciscan Monasteries. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

MILLIKEN,  RICHARD  A.;  obit.  1869:  Artist  and  Poet. 
Wrote  The  Groves  of  Blarney,  etc. — Douglas  Cemetery, 
Cork. 
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MITCHELL,  JOHN;  obit.  1875;  Most  prominent  personality 
in  the  "  Young  Ireland  "  movement.  Tried  for  sedition 
and  transported,  1848.  His  Jail  Journal  is  a  master- 
piece of  literary  writing. — Unitarian  Cemetery,  Newry. 

MOORE,  THOMAS  ;  obit.  1852 :  National  Lyrist  by  his  pub- 
lication of  Irish  Melodies.  Acquired  a  European  repu- 
tation by  his  Lalla  Rookh.  Personal  friend  of  Lord 
Byron,  whose  life  he  wrote  and  edited  his  works. — 
Bromham  Cemetery,  Wiltshire,  England. 

MULREADY,  WILLIAM;  obit.  1863:  Well-known  artist. 
Designed  first  penny  postage  envelope  issued  by  Row- 
land Hill.  Illustrated  one  of  the  editions  of  Goldsmith's 
Vicar  of  Wakefield. — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

MURPHY,  ARTHUR  ;  obit.  1805  :  Author  and  actor.  Edited 
Fielding's  works.  Member  of  the  Bar.  Biographer  of 
his  friend,  Dr.  Johnson,  and  author  of  a  Life  of  David 
Garrick. — Queen  Street  Parish  Church,  London. 

NAPIER,  WILLIAM  FRANCIS  ;  obit.  1860 :  Famed  as  a  his- 
torian. His  History  of  the  Peninsular  War  is  the  best 
of  all  military  histories. — Norwood  Cemetery,  London. 

O'BRIEN,  WILLIAM  SMITH;  obit.  1864;  Virtual  leader  of 
the  party  named  "  Young  Irelanders  " — which  seceded 
from  the  Repeal  Association.  Arrested  on  a  charge  of 
high  treason,  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged,  drawn  and 
quartered  for  inciting  to  insurrection.  His  sentence  was 
commuted. — Rathronan,  Co.  Limerick. 

O'BRIEN,  WILLIAM  ;  obit.  1928 :  Editor  of  United  Ireland, 
Member  of  Parnell's  party.  Wrote  much,  including 
Edmund  Burke  as  an  Irishman,  The  Real  Parnell,  etc. 
— Mallow,  Co.  Cork.

O'CALLAGHAN,  JOHN  C. ;  obit.  1860:  Author.  Wrote  the 
History  of  the  Irish  Brigade. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,

O'CONNELL,  DANIEL;  obit.  1847:  Popularly  called  "  The 
Liberator  ",  for  his  advocacy  of  the  claims  of  Roman 
Catholics  from  the  laws  affecting  them  as  such.  His 
election  for  Clare  was  succeeded  by  The  Relief  Act  of 
1829.  Later  he  claimed  Repeal  of  the  Union. — Glasnevin 
Cemetery,  Dublin. 

O'CONNOR,  ARTHUR;  obit.  1852:  Member  of  the  "  United 
Irishmen  ".  Editor  of  The  Press — went  to  France  ap- 
pointed by  Napoleon  General  of  Division. — Bignon, 
France. 

O'CONNOR,  CATHAL;  obit.  1010:  King  of  Connacht; 
became  King  980  A.D. — Clonmacnoise. 

O'CONNOR,  FERGUS  ;  obit.  1855  :  Chartist  leader.  Member 
of  the  Irish  Bar.  A  striking  monument  has  been  erected 
over  his  grave. — Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

O'CONNOR,  RODERICK;  obit.  1118;  King  of  Connacht, 
treacherously  seized  and  blindfolded,  1092. — Clonmac- 
noise. 

O'CONNOR,  RODERICK;  obit.  1198:  King  of  Ireland.  Be- 
came King  of  Connacht,  1156.  Besieged  Strongbow  in 
Dublin,  1171. — Cong  Abbey,  County  Mayo. 

O'CURRY,  EUGENE;  obit.  1862  :  Irish  scholar  ;  was  engaged 
in  Irish  Ordnance  Survey,  1834-37.  His  facsimile  copies 
in  Irish  characters  of  manuscripts  are  preserved  in  Trin- 
ity College,  Dublin,  and  Royal  Irish  Academy. — Glas- 
nevin Cemetery,  Dublin. 
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O'DONNELL,  JOHN  FRANCIS;  obit.  1874:  Poet;  contributed 
prose  and  verse  to  the  Nation,  and  was  one  of  the  ablest 
Fenian  propagandists  in  the  Press. — Kensal  Green  Ceme- 
tery, London. 

O'DONOVAN,  JOHN;  obit.  1861 :  Eminent  Irish  scholar; 
translated  and  edited  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Masters, 
etc. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

O'FLAHERTY,  RODERICK;  obit.  1718:  Learned  antiquary; 
author  of  Ogygia  and  a  chorographical  description  of 
West  or  h-Iar  Connacht. — Park,  Spiddal,  County  Gal- 
way. 

O'HANLON,  JAMES  CANON  (Revd.) ;  obit.  1905  :  Author.  His 
well-known  Lives  of  the  Irish  Saints  is  perhaps  the  best 
read  of  his  works. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

O'HART,  JOHN  ;  obit.  1870:  Author.  Compiler  of  the  widely 
known  work  Irish  Pedigrees. — Glasnevin  Cemetery, 
Dublin. 

O'LEARY,  JOHN  ;  obit.  1907 :  Edited  the  Fenian  organ,  The 
Irish  People.  Sent  to  penal  servitude  for  his  connection 
with  the  movement.  Wrote  Recollections  of  Fenians 
and  Fenianism. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

O'MAHONY,  JOHN;  obit.  1877:  Gaelic  scholar,  Translated 
Keating's  Gaelic  history  of  Ireland.  Directed  the  Fen- 
ian Brotherhood  in  America  until  1867. — Glasnevin 
Cemetery,  Dublin. 

O'NEIL,  OWEN  ROE;  obit.  1649:  Irish  General,  perhaps  the 
greatest  military  genius  the  country  has  produced.  De- 
feated Munro  at  Benburb,  etc.  His  life  has  been  written 
by  the  late  John  F.  Taylor,  B.L. — Old  Franciscan  Mon- 
astery, Cavan. 
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O'REILLY,  JOHN  BOYLE;  obit.  1890:  Patriot,  Poet  and 
Journalist.  Edited  The  Boston  Pilot.  Imprisoned  for 
his  connection  with  Fenianism.  Wrote  verses  that  are 
regarded  as  classical. — Hollyrood  Cemetery,  Boston, 
U.S.A. 

PETRIE,  GEORGE;  obit.  1866:  Antiquary.  Wrote  valuable 
articles  on  Irish  antiquities.  His  theory  of  the  origin 
and  use  of  the  Round  Towers  is  accepted  as  authentic. 
Mount  Jerome  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

PARNELL,  CHARLES  STEWART;  obit.  1891:  Recognized  as 
among  the  greatest  of  constitutional  leaders.  In  Mr. 
John  Redmond's  opinion  he  was  "  the  greatest  son  of 
Ireland  since  the  days  of  Hugh  O'Neill  ".  He  united 
the  Irish  race  as  no  other  leader  had  done.  Founded  a 
pledge-bound  Irish  Party. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

REDMOND,  JOHN  EDWARD;  obit.  1918:  Politician  and 
orator.  Member  of  Parnell's  Party.  Supported  his 
leader  at  time  of  split  in  party.  Elected  Chairman  of  re- 
united Party,  1900,  and  continued  as  such  until  his 
demise. — Wexford. 

REILLY,  THOMAS  DEVIN  ;  obit.  1854:  Revolutionary  writer. 
Joined  the  staff  of  the  Nation  newspaper,  and  attached 
himself  to  John  Mitchell.  Fled  to  New  York  to  avoid 
prosecution  for  his  connection  with  "  Young  Ireland  " 
movement.  Afterwards  edited  the  Washington  Union. 
— Mount  Olivet  Cemetery,  Washington,  U.S.A. 

ROONEY,  WILLIAM  ;  obit.  1901 :  Poet  and  Essayist.  A  life- 
long friend  of  Arthur  Griffith  and  a  man  of  great  ability. 
He  wrote  that  once  popular  song,  "  The  Men  of  the 
West  ". — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 
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RUSSELL,  Lord  ;  obit.  1900:  A  great  lawyer.  Better  known 
as  Sir  Charles  Russell.  Recognized  as  a  leading  lawyer 
and  cross-examiner.  Appeared  as  Counsel  for  Mr. 
Parnell  at  the  "  Times  Commission  ".  Became  Chief 
Justice  of  England. — Epsom  Cemetery,  Surrey. 

RUSSELL,  THOMAS;  obit.  1803:  Active  member  of  the 
"  United  Irishmen  "  Society.  Banished  to  Fort  George, 
Scotland ;  liberated  1802  ;  met  Robert  Emmet  in  Paris 
and  entered  into  his  plans.  Proceeded  to  Ireland  in  hope 
of  raising  Ulster  to  rebellion.  Found  guilty  of  high 
treason  and  executed. — Downpatrick,  County  Down. 

RYAN,  ABRAM  J.,  Rev.;  obit.  1886:  Poet.  Wrote  several 
well-known  poems  of  considerable  merit,  including  The 
Conquered  Banner,  A  Memory,  etc.  Acted  as  Chaplain 
to  the  Confederate  Army  in  American  Civil  War. — Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  U.S.A. 

SHEE,  MARTIN  ARCHER  (Sir);  obit.  1850:  Eminent  portrait 
painter.  President  of  the  Royal  Academy.  Published 
poems,  etc. — Brighton,  England. 

SHEARS,  JOHN  and  HENRY;  obit.  1798:  Members  of  the 
"  United  Irishmen  "  Society.  For  their  active  partici- 
pation in  its  movements  were  both  executed. — St. 
Michan's  Churchyard,  Dublin. 

SHEEHAN,  PATRICK  A.,  Rev.;  obit.  1913:  Well-known 
novelist.  Parish  priest  of  Doneraile.  His  works  have 
been  translated  into  several  European  languages.  They 
include  Luke  Delmege,  My  New  Curate,  etc. — Doneraile, 
County  Cork. 
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SHEIL,  RICHARD  LALOR;  obit.  1851:  Politician  and  drama- 
tist. Elected  as  Repealer  for  Tipperary  County.  His 
play,  Adelaide,  was  produced  in  Dublin.  He  was  Master 
of  the  Mint  for  some  time,  and  afterwards  British  Minis- 
ter at  Florence,  where  he  died. — Long  Orchard  Ceme- 
tery, County  Tipperary. 

SHERIDAN,  RICHARD  BRINSLEY;  obit.  1816:  Dramatist  and 
Parliamentary  orator.  Declined  gift  of  money  offered  by 
American  Congress  for  speeches  against  the  war.  Re- 
cognized as  a  great  dramatist.  His  works  include  The 
Rivals,  The  School  for  Scandal,  and  The  Duenna. —

SIGERSON,  GEORGE;  obit.  1925:  Distinguished  Physician. 
Professor  of  zoology.  Author  of  many  scholarly  trea- 
tises. It  would  be  difficult  to  pay  adequate  tribute  to 
his  life-long  literary  activity.  His  original  lyrics  pos- 
sess all  the  characteristics  of  true  poetry. — Glasnevin 
Cemetery,  Dublin. 

SIMMONS,  BARTHOLOMEW  ;  obit.  1850 :  Poet,  who  wrote 
according  to  good  authority  the  finest  poem  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  on  the  subject  of  the  great  Napoleon. — 
Highgate  Cemetery,  London. 

STEPHENS,  JAMES  ;  obit.  1901  :  Organiser  of  the  Fenian 
Conspiracy.  Founded  the  Irish  People  as  organ  of  his 
party.  Promised  a  rising  in  Ireland  in  September,  1865. 
Arrested,  but  escaped  from  prison  and  went  to  Paris. 
Wrongly  suspected  of  share  in  dynamite  plots  and  ex- 
pelled from  France,  1885. — Glasnevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

STERNE,  LAURENCE;  obit.  1768:  Humorist  and  sentimental- 
ist. Writer  among  other  productions  of  Tristram 
Shandy.  He  was  denounced  by  Goldsmith,  Dr.  John- 
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son  and  others.  His  issue  of  one  of  the  books  of  Tris- 
tram Shandy  dedicated  to  Chatham  contains  a  sentence 
which  is  supposed  to  have  suggested  Burns 's  lines  about 
the  "  Guinea  Stamp  ".  His  Sentimental  Journey  was 
issued  in  1768. — St.  George's  Cemetery,  Bayswater 
Road,  London. 

SULLIVAN,  ALEXANDER  M. ;  obit.  1884:  Author  of  The 
Story  of  Ireland  and  other  works.  Member  of  Parnell's 
Party.  Editor  of  The  Nation  and  Weekly  News. — Glas- 
nevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

SULLIVAN,  TIMOTHY  D. ;  obit.  1914:  Member  of  Parnell's 
Party.  Edited  the  Weekly  News.  Wrote  the  words  for 
that  well-known  anthem,  "  God  Save  Ireland  ". — Glas- 
nevin  Cemetery,  Dublin. 

SWIFT,  JONATHAN  ;  obit.  1745 :  Dean  of  St.  Patrick's  Dub- 
lin, and  Satirist;  wrote  much,  including  Gulliver's 
Travels.  Was  famous  as  a  controversialist. — St.  Pat- 
rick's Cathedral,  Dublin. 

TAYLOR,  JOHN  SHAWE  ;  obit,  ign  :  Prominent  as  having 
brought  together  the  landowners  and  tenants'  represen- 
tatives, resulting  in  the  passing  of  The  Wyndham  Land 
Act,  1903.  Acted  as  Secretary  at  the  Conference.  Or- 
ganized the  Connacht  Exhibition  held  in  Galway  in  1909. 
Ardrahan,  County  Galway. 

TODD,  ROBERT  B. ;  obit.  1860:  Eminent  as  an  anatomist. 
Contributed  many  written  works  to  medical  science,  in- 
cluding The  Cyclopcedia  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology. — 
Kensal  Green  Cemetery,  London. 

TOLAND,  JOHN  ;  obit.  1722 :  Philosophical  and  controver- 
sial writer.  Edited  Milton's  prose  works  and  other 
authors. — Putney  Cemetery,  London. 
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TONE,  THEOBALD  WOLFE;  obit.  1798:  Very  prominent 
figure  in  the  "  United  Irishmen  "  movement.  Member 
of  the  Irish  Bar.  Accompanied  General  Hardy  in  the 
French  invasion  of  Ireland,  1798. — Bodenstown,  County 
Kildare. 

WADDING,  LUKE,  Rev. ;  obit.  1657 :  Member  of  the  Fran- 
ciscan Order.  Founded  St.  Isidore's  College,  Rome. 
Published  history  of  Franciscans  and  theological  tract- 
ates.— St.  Isidore's,  Rome. 

WALLACE,  WILLIAM  VINCENT  ;  obit.  1865  :  Eminent  musical 
composer,  whose  "  Maritana  "  and  "  Lurline  ",  to  men- 
tion but  two  of  his  works,  are  among  the  most  tuneful 
operas  produced  for  over  a  century. — Kensal  Green 
Cemetery,  London. 

WALSH,  EDWARD  ;  obit.  1887 :  Poet  and  translator  of  Irish 
songs. — St.  Joseph's  Cemetery,  Cork. 

WARE,  SIR  JAMES  ;  obit.  1666 :  Historian  and  antiquarian. 
Published  important  contributions  to  Irish  history  and 
biography. — St.  Werburgh's  Churchyard,  Dublin. 

WELLESLEY,  ARTHUR  ;  obit .  1852  :  First  Duke  of  Welling- 
ton. Famous  as  having  defeated  Napoleon  at  Waterloo, 
being  in  chief  command  of  the  British  forces. — West- 
minster Abbey,  London. 

WILLIAMS,  RICHARD  DALTON  ;  obit.  1862  :  Poet.  His  poem, 
Adieu  to  Innisfail,  is  a  very  touching  production.  Was 
connected  with  "  Young  Ireland  "  movement.  His  col- 
lected poems  appeared  1894. — New  Orleans,  U.S.A. 

WILLIS,  RICHARD  A.;  obit.  1860:  Artist.  On  a  monument 
erected  to  his  memory  occurs  the  lines:  "  No  man  of 
his  time  did  better  service  for  the  art  and  language  than 
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much-forgotten     Dick." — Rathcormac    Cemetery,     Co 
Cork. 

WOLFE,  CHARLES,  Rev. ;  obit.  1823 :  Poet,  etc.  Best  re 
membered  as  the  writer  of  that  famous  poem,  The  Buria 
of  Sir  John  Moore. — Clonmel  Cemetery,  Cobh,  Co.  Cork 

YEATS,  WILLIAM  BUTLER;  obit.  1939:  Poet  and  Playwright 
The  most  celebrated  writer  of  late  Irish  literature.  Re 
cognized  as  among  the  finest  of  Anglo-Irish  poets,  hi: 
early  lyrics  ranking  with  the  best  in  all  literature.— 
Recqucbrunc  Cemetery,  France*. 
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
